MR. BECK ATTACKS THE MCKIN- 
LEY BILL. 


The South and West Brought Under Tribute for the 
Enrichment of a Few Favored Massachusetts 
¥irms-Tiie Naval Bill in Conference— 
Diplomatic Relations With Persia. 


WASHINGTON, August 4.—In the senate the 
house resolution forthe distribution of the 
journals of the two houses to the public and 
law libraries was passed. Mr. Dawes present- 
ed a conference report on the bill for the sale 
of partof the Omaha reservation in Nebraska, 
and it was concurred in, Mr. Windom, from 
the committee on foreign relations, reported 
the house bill for the establishment of diplo- 
matic relations with Persia, and authorizing 
‘the appointment of a consul general to that 


country, with an annual salary of $5,000, 


Passed. 

At 1 o'clock the tax-reduction bill was 
taken up—40 to 2—but was temporarily laid 
aside to enable Mr. Slater, who desired to 
leave the city to-day, to cal! up the confer- 
ence report upon the Indian Creek orphan 
fund bill. Messrs. Cameron of Wisconsin, In- 
galls, Sanders and VanWyck, with Mr. Davis, 
of Illinois, voted aye with the democrats. Tie 

rincipal point of controversy in the Indian 
iil was the item of $106,000 for the support of 
the loyal refugees of the tribe which the sen- 
ate had voted to have charged against the 
Creek fund, and as to which the conferees re- 

yorted that the money should be paid by the 
inited States directly, and that nothing in 
the act shall prevent the latter from being 
reimbursed hereafter for the same by the 
Creek nation. The report, after discussion, 
was adopted. 

TAXING COTTON TIES, 

Debate on the tax reduction bill was then 
resumed. Mr. beck said he had been charved 
by the senator from Massachusetts, Mr. 
Hoar, on the day before with aiding the re- 
publican party by blunders which furnished 

hat party with political capital. The charge 
might be well founded so far as it concerned 
Massachusetts alone, but it was doubtful 
whether it would hold good as to any other 
part of the country.

He commented upon the changes made by 
the caucus in the McKinley bill, as it came 
from the hoase, and quoted the la iguage of 
the New York Herald’s correspondent ex- 
planatory of these changes, as showing that 
manufacturing concerns, like Washburn, and 
the Moen company, of Worcester, Mass., the 
favored constituents of Senator Hoar, would 
get the benetit of an increased duty on steel 
wire, While the raw material was still procura- 
ble by them at arate which was unprotected. 
Their interest being guarded at both ends of 
this McKinley bill, which proposed to in 
crease the tax on articles of this class up to 
75 or 100 per cent., had been so changed as to 
increase the taxation upon the southern cot- 
ton-tie and steel wire outof which the barbed 
fence wire product of this Massachusetts 
manufactory was made. Mr, Beck said this 
was a remarkable showing, and that while 
Mr. Iloar might not have had advice in the 
republican caucus, some of the members of 
that select assembly were all advised as to the 
purpose. 

This purpose, as Mr. Beck construed it. 
was to compel every man in the south who 
places an iron hoop around a barrel to pay 
75 per cent duty on each ton of barbed wire 
made by the Massachusetts firm, which he 
was informed now received a royalty of 
$12.50 per ton under a patent. Mr. Dawes re- 
plied that Mr. Beck erred in assuming that 
the manufacturers of wire fence were neces- 
sarily interested in hoop iron, and suggested 
that western and southern men 
were indebted to the ingenuity 
and enterprise of such manufacturers for a 
reduction in the cost of this article. Mr. 
Hoar, who had made a like statement, ex- 
plained in a newspaper allusion to himself 
read by Mr. Beck, that the company referred 
to had not written to him. 
Their interests had not oceurred to 
him as being especially affected by 
the blil, and he did not believe they were so 
afiected. Mr. Hale presented the conference 
report on the naval appropriation bill. 

THE CONFERENCE REPORT. 

The conference report was accepted and a 
new conference was appointed upon the two 
items remaining in dispute. Messrs. Logan, 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania; Anthony, Hamp- 
ton and Jones. of Florida, were constituted a 
select committee under a recent resolution to 
examine and reportupon heavy ordnance and 
projectiles.

: THE NAVAL BILL DISCUSSED. 

Mr. Robeson explained the provisions of 
the bill as far agreed upon. ‘The first sub- 
stantial dificulty met by the committee was 
the item abolishing the grade of commodore, 
which had been stricken out by the senate. 
A compromise had been at last arrived at by 
the adoption of a provision that hereafter 
only one-half of the yacancies in the various 
grades of the line of the navy shaH be tilled 
by promotion, until the 
of officers shall have been 
reduced tothe following points: rear admi- 
rals, 6; commodores, 10; captains. 45; com- 
manders, 85; brevet commanders, 74; lieuten- 
ants, 290; raasters, 75; ensigns, 75. The next 
substantial difference was in relation to the 
sule of the old material and shipping, the 
senate having adopted a provision that the 
amount of such material must be reported to 
congress. The compromise provided that old 
material should not be so reported, but that 
before any old shipis sold it shall be ex- 
amined and appraised by the naval 
board, and the facts reported to congress. The 
clause giving discretion tothe secretary of the 
havy tuo close certain navy yards, was insisted 
upon by the house conferees, and was now 
the only matter in dispute. Mr. Peele, of In- 
diana, inquired as tothe difference in the 
amount appropriated by the bill as agreed 
upon by the conference committee, and the 
amount as it originally passed the house. Mr. 
Robeson replied that the bill as it passed the 
house had been reduced $529,000, 
and that as it now stood it appropriated 
$175,000 less than the bill of last year. Mr. 
Hewitt, of New York, expressed his gratifica- 
tion that the house conferees had insisted on 
the clause relative to the navy yard, butpointed 
out the fact that 1f gave the secretary of navy 
discretion which might be exercised in a po- 
litical and partisan manner. He did not be- 
lieve the present secretary of the navy would 
do so, but he ( Hewitt) wished to give notice 
that should he, he would be held. to account 
by the country. The report was agreed to, 
and a further conference was ordered. 

THE MAINTENANCE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 

The house proceeded to the consideration 
of the senate amendment to the sundry civil 
appropriation bill. Matters ran smoothly for 
awhile, and amendments were concurred and 
nonconcurred in according to the recommen- 
dations of the committee on appropriations. 
The first stumbling bleck encountered was 
the clause relative to the national board 
of health, the senate amendment increas- 
ing to the amount of $78,000 the appropria- 
tion made for that body. Messrs. Dunn, of 
Arkansas; Reagan, of Texas, and Manning, 
of Mississippi, advocated concurrence in the 
amendment. Messrs. Butterworth, of Ohio, 
and Cox, of New York, argued in tavor of 
the rejection, the latter declaring his belief 
that there was a plot on to work 
up a yellow fever scare in order that the sal- 
aries Of the members of the board might 
continue. Mr. Hiscock, of New York— 
‘There is not a doubt about it.’ Mr. Cox re- 
ferred to an article in a New Orleans paper 
to show that the national board of health-had 
sain i to get upa yellow fever excitement 
over The case, Which afterward turned out to 
be a case of alcohol and jaundice, and said it 
was bysuch means that the board sought to 
perpetuate their salaries and its inutility. If 
the board were given power to upturn 
local quarantines, the government would 
have a stupendnous institution that 
would do nothing but interfere with com- 
merce aad bring trouble upon the country. 
Mr. Manning denied that there was any plot 
in existence which affected the national 
board, and dwelt upon the importance of 
maintaining that body at the highest degree 
of efficiency. Mr. Reagan favored the sen 
ate amendment, and deplored the fact that 
the house should engage in a contemptible 
haggling scramble over &78,000,) which 
was not one thousanth part of 
the sum which would be lost should another 
yellow fever epidemic spread throughout the 
south. He criticised the position taken by 
Mr. Cox, of New York, declaring that the 
gentleman would be willing to see the people 
die constitutionally, er see the cweuntry de- 
vastated constitutionally. That was his 
statesinauship. Mr. Hiscock opposed concur- 
rence in the senate amendment, and in the 
course Of his remarks said that sixiy days 
ago the lobby had commmenced. A gentleman 
of the board had been sent everywhere, and 
the force and power of patronage has been 
brought into requisition in order to carry the 
matter through the house. He would not, 
for the sake of creating the paltry patronage, 
for the sake of the appointment, for the pur- 
pose of giving employment to another army 
to feast on the treasury, vote for any measure, 
even though his yote was invoked in the sa 
cred name of humanity. The debate was 
continued in support of the amendments, by 
Messrs. Lynch and Singleton, of Mississippi, 
Tucker, of Virgimia and Lord of Michigan 
Messrs. Blount, of Georgia, and Robeson, of 
New Jersey, contended that the provision 
made for the board by the original house bill 
were ample,and hoped that the senate amend. 
ments would be rejected. The amendments 
were finally nenconcurred in. 

CONCURRENCE AND NON-CONCURRENCE, 

The remainder of the afternoon was con- 
sumed in the dull work of concurring or non-

CHILI-PERU. 


THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE INVESTIGATION. 


Our Ministers Plenipotentiary and Mr. Blaine Com- 
pletely Exonerated From a)l Connection With 
the Cummercial Transactions — Severe 
Language in Regard to Shipherd. 


WasHIncton, August 4.—At a meeting of 
the house committee on foreign affairs to-day 
a report on the recent Chili-Peruvian investi- 
gation. was adopted. The report says the 
committee are of opinion that the missing 
papers from the files of the state department 
were not of such a character or importance as 
to furnish a motive for purloining them from 
the files, or destroying them, but that their 
loss suggested the propriety_of greater caution 
in the future on the part of those having such 


papers in charge. 

The principal inquiry as stated is,“*whether 
one or more ministers plenipotentiary of the 
United States were personally interested in 
or improperly connected with the business 
transactions’ in which the intervention of 
this government was requested or expected in 
the affairs of Chili and Peru.’’ The report 
says the three interested parties who sought 
the intervention of the United States were: 
First, the Cocnet claimants; second, the Lan- 
dreau claimants; third, the Credit Lndustriel. 
After brietly reciting the grounds upon which 
each of these claims are based, the report 
says: 

‘These three interests were exceedingly 
anxious that the United States should inter- 
fere in behalf of Peru, in order to preserve 
her autonomy and enable her to discharge her 
pecuniary obligations. Their objects related 
wholly to business or speculation. Neither 
patriotism nor international policy had any- 
thing todo with them. They looked upon 
the nitrate beds and guano deposits of Peru 
as the place whence were to come fortunes 
rivalling in magnilicence and splendor any- 
thing Aladdin ever conjaced, and the inter- 
vention by the United States was the magic 
lamp by which these creations were to be 
evoked,”’ 

Under the third head, after reciting at great 
length the testimony taken, the committee 
conclude that there was no truti: in the alle- 
gations made bp Mr. Saipherd that Minister 
Hurbut was under corrupt influence in his 
action regarding any of these interests. Al- 
ter quoting Mr. Shiphera’s letter tendering 
$250,000 worth of stock in the Peruvian com- 
pany, the committee say: 

‘We cannot accept any explanation of Mr. 
Shipherd that this letter was anything else 
than an attempt to influence the ollicial ac- 
tion of Mr. Huribut by the offer of a personal 
share in the company, Whose interesis he was 
asked officially to promore. Mr. Shipherd’s 
letter to Mr. Walker Biaine, dated July 27, 
maa 6. US was tentatively in the 
sauae direction, so far as he dared to go in that 
quarter,”’ 

SHIPHERD’S FALSE STATEMENTS. 

The report says the falsity of Shipherd’s 
statement that he informed Mr. Blaine of the 
letter to Huribut in his firstinterview in July 
was easily and completely proved, and that 
Mr. W. H. Hurlbut s testimony relieves his 
brother of all suspicion of concealing and re- 
taining the letter for the purpose of avuiling 
himself of its unworthy proposition. 

Mr. Evarts’s instructions to Mr. Christiancy, 
and Mr. Biaine’s instractions to Mr. Hurlbut 
are then quoted, after which, the report says 
the propositions referred to in the latter 
“were evidently those submitted by the 
Credit Industriel.” 

“These, it continues, were fally before the 
depariment, while as yet Mr. Shipherd had 
noc been heard of, either by Secretary Blaine 
or M rglrescott, but there is neither here nor 
anywhere else in the record any evidence of 
an approval by this administration of the 
project of the Credit [Industriel in all its de- 
tails, any more than there had been by its 
predecessor, if as much.’’ 

The report exonerates Minister Hurlbut, 
and says, in reference to Shipherd’s attack 
upon him on April 6 last, that Shipherd’s 
accusations ‘‘were but the vagest hearsay 
scandal, which he has been unabie, even ap- 
proximately, to substantiate,’” and the com- 
mittee dismiss them as unworthy of any 
serious or further consideration. The report 
further says: 

‘Minister Kilpatrick at Chili and Minister 
Hurlbut at Peru were each doubtless affected 
by partiality for the nation to which he was 
accredited, and the dispatches of each to the 
home office were more or less colored by this 
fact. But beyond this, which, if a fact, pro- 
ceeded from their generous natures so far as 
the scope of this’ investigation extends, no 
stain can restupon the memory of either of 
these brave and accomplished men.” 

The report recites at some length the con- 
tract ofthe Credit Industriel company with 
Morton, bliss & Co., and says: 

MORTON, BLISS & CO. 

“The committees are clearly of the opinion 
that Mr. Morton has done nothing, and at no 
time bad he the remotest intention of doing 
anything which could compromise the honora- 
bie discharge of his officiy| duties, yet they cane 
not but believe that the scrupulousness mani- 
fested in his interview-with Mr. Randall 
would bavye been sustained beyond possible 
contingency by his prohibition to his firm to 
have anything to do with this contract upon 
his first knowledge of the negotiations in re- 
gard thereto. Under the circumstances the 
committee do not feel calied upon to say 
ally more upon this point than to express the 
opinion that all ministers of the United 
States should carefully avoid all complica- 
tions which can by any possibility justify a 
suspicion of personal interést or bias in their 
ofticial relations.’’

make any report regarding the position of 
the Hon. H. W. Blair, who, as appears from 
his testfmony, while senator of the United 
States accepted the position of counsel to the 
Peruvian company, and thus lent his great 
influence to the visionary plans and schemes 
of Mr. Shipherd, whom he introduced to the 
department of state as his client.

VAILE’S VERSION 


Of the Origiu of the Star Route Combination—Mow 
the Speculators Got | egether. 

WasnHInGTos, August 4—In the star route 
trials to-day Harvey M. Vaile, ome of the de- 
fendants, was placed on the stand. He said 
his principal business was farming, but he 
had also been engaged in mail contracting. 
He first met 8. W. Dorsey for business trans- 
actions in December, and John A. Dorsey in 
the same month. He had never paid Brady 
or any public officer for any of the things 
charged against him. His first interest in 
any of these collections had been ac- 
quired in the last’ days of August, 
1878. That agreement had been put in wri- 
ybing, but it was antedated some ten days. 
His interest continued up to March or April, 
1879. There wasthen anagreement or di- 
vision of the Minor, Peck and Dorsey mai! 
routes. Those routes were more than one 
hundred in number. Their value was first 
fixed upon, a basis of compensation given, 
and the length of time the contracts were to 
run. if the route was an aggregate loss, it 
was so charged, and the _ party = se- 
curing the largest share paid the others. 
The witness drew 40 per cent., Minor 
30 per cent, and J. W. Dorsey and 8. W. Dor- 
sey for Peck sew 30 per cent. This transfer 
was arranged in the department bya system of 
sub-contracts made betwee the parties. 

THE MEMBERSHIP OF TH RING. 

The witness identified a paper presented 
him as the articles of partnership entered into 
between Minor, Peck, J. W. Dorsey and him- 
self for the purpose of carrying the mails. it 
is dated Angust 16, 1878, and named Vaile as 
treasurer and Minor as secretary. The pro- 
ceeds from the route in the Indian ‘l'er- 
ritory were to be divided as fol- 
lows: Vaile, one-third, Minor, one-sixth, 
Peck one-sixth and J. W. Dorsey one-third. 
In the other states and 
Minor were to receive each 
Peck and J. W. Dorsey one third between 
them. This partnership continued up to 
April, 1879. His control was as absolute over 
those routes which fell to his share as if he 
bad himself bid upen them. Minor was also 
interested in them. Their cnief agent was 
L. P, Williamson. After April lst, 1879, none 
of the defendants except Minor were in any 
way whatever interested in his (witness) six 
contracts, nor was he _ interested in 
any of their routes. He had never been con- 
cerned in the presentation of any fraud or 
claim against the United States government, 
He did not know whea he first went into bu - 
iness that the routes were losing con- 
tracts. ke aid not know it when he signed 
the contract, but he had then already sent out 
his men to put the different routes into opera- 
tion. There had been some sort of a verbal 
agreement before the signing of the contract 
on Angust 20, I878. The witness bad received 
a telegram from brady,asking him what routes 
lic intended to put into Operation. He an- 
swered that he would start all but the water 
routes on September 1. 

EXTENSION HINTED AT. 

He had had a conversation with General 
Brady in August, 1878, in which the witaess 
had said that if General Brady would extend 
the time he would go home and oonsult with 
his friends and perhaps take up the business. 
There was no forural extension of time, but it 
was understood that he was to puton the 
service as soon as possible, He thought it 
was some time in September when the routes 
were started. The service should have be- 
gun on the _ first of July. He 
did not know why Brady did not 
declare hima failing contractor. He knew 
that he was liabie to be declared to be a fail- 
ing contractor atany moment. He had bid 
so low on the routes that he believed that if 
apy of the contractors had been declared fail- 
ing contractors, he would have succeeded 
them. At the conclusion of Vaile’s testi- 
mony, the court adjourned until Monday. 

During Vaile’s cross-examination, Mr. Mer- 
rick called atteution vo the fact that several 
routes held by the witness were let for $23,462 
and sbortly afterwards increased to $205,809, 
and usked the witness if he could not recol- 
lect anything about the orders” of 
expedition, and the witness said he 
did not.

THAT 1S WHAT ARABI DECLARES 
THAT HE Is DOING, 


He Aupounces That the Khedive Has Been Deposed 
—The Reeeption of the Captured British Officer 
in Cairo—The People Believe Him to 
be Admiral Seymour, and Rejoice. 


Lonpon, August 4.—The Times has the fob 


proclamation states that Egyptian soldiers, 
with excusable zeal, fired only the buildings 
belonging to hostile Europeans, and killed 
only those detected in communication with 
the enemy. The traitor khedive having 
opened the gates of the city to the English 
troops, for this act i» deposed by the sultan, 
who will send troops to assist us to drive out 
our enemies, signed by! Arabi, ‘‘Commanding 
in Egypt as_ representative of the 


sultan.’’ Adda, one of the ehief clerks in the 
ottice of the director general of the Publican 
company, has arrived in Alexandria from 
Cairv, from which city he started on the Ist 
instant. . He says that the arrival in Cairo on 
Sunday of Midshipman Deehair, the English 
captive, caused great excitement. He was 
conveyed in a close c irriage, which was ac- 
companied by thousands of natives shouting: 
“The sultan victorious.” They were 
under the impression that the prisoner was 
Admiral Seymour. Adda states that several 
trains with troops had left Cairo for Telelke- 
bir, a place half way between Cairo and Is- 
malia, where batteries were being erected. 
He was informed that sixteen trains would be 
sent to Telelkebir. The treasury of the fi- 
nance ministry contained £200,000, which 
was intact when Adda left Cairu. 

M, DeLessep’s has telegraphed to the porte 
protesting against admiral Seymour's action 
concerning the Suez canal. He deelares that 
itis in no danger from Arabi Pasha who, he 
says, has already given numerous proofs 
of his hunranity. British occupation of the 
canal will only compromise it by affording 
Arabi Pasha an example fur a violation of its 
neutrality. 

An uneonfirmed rumor is current in Alex- 
andria that the European quarter of Cairo bas 
been fired. Complete arrangements have 
been made forthe occupation of the Mex’s 
forts by the naval contingent.

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THE NEWBURG POKER GAME, 


Wilitam M. Seott Prefers te Stay in Chicago if the 
Courts Will Permit. 
Cuicaco, August L—A petition for habeas 
corpus was filed to-day in the circuit court by 
William M, Scott, of Newburg, N. Y., whohas 
recently risen .nto ubsought renown by reason 
of some phenomenal gamesof poker which he 
played with Francis P. Weed and Dr. Hedges. 
Scott says he is under arrest on 
a requisition from New York charging 
him with conspiracy with Hedges to 
cheat at cards and gambling. He claims 
that since 1877 he bas been a great part of the 
time in California, although he has never had 
any intention of establishing himself there. 
In the spring of 188) he visited Newburg, and 
remained there until July, seeing Weed fre- 
quentiy and often playing cards with him, 
but having no idea that Weed had any cause 
for complaint against him. He went back to 
Newburg again in September, staying one 
day, and still in childlike ignorance that he 
bad committed any crime against the laws 
of New York. Scott claims that 
he has been suffering for nearly 
a year from ‘tubercular consumption, 
and has been in California for his health. In 
June last he started east, and knew nothing 
of the indictment against him until he 
reached this city. For the past six weekd he 
has been confined to his bed. He denies 
that he isa fugitive from justice, and avers 
his intention of going to Newburg as soon as 
he is able so answer the charges againt him.

Some Fects About Camilla and Her People—Fort

Decatur, August 4.—Irwin L. Teat, receiver 
of tax returns, completed yesterday the digest 
of DeKalb county. The following is the ag- 
gregate for the county: Polls, white, 1,649; 
colored, 543. Lawyers, 9; doctors, 22. Total 
number acres of land, 166,571; aggregate 
value, $1,712,203; city or town property, $294,- 
145; money, notes, accounts, etc., $286,616; 
merchandise and stock in trade, $78,027; stock 
and bonds, $500; household and kitchen fur- 
niture, $134,796; watches, silver plate, jew- 
elry, etc., $10,475; horses, cattle, etc., $216,275; 
plantation and mechanical tools, etc., $18,754; 
cotton, corn, and provisions for sale April 1, 
1882, $6,171; value of all other property, 
$75,725; aggregate value of whole property, 
$? 846,810; amount of taxes on professions, 
$310. Of the foregoing the’ colored people 
own 1,568 acres of land, valued at $14,226; 
city or town property, $5,160; money, debts, 
etc, $137; household and kitchen furniture, 

5.231: horses, mules and cattle, $12,385; 
plantation tools, etc., $544; value of al! other 
property, $1,393. The digest shows only 22 
white and 29 colored defaulters, the smallest 
number ever reported. Last year there were 
189. 

In 1866 the aggregate value of the whole 
property in tae county was $1,297,576, and 
there were 921 white and 259 colored polls. 
In 1872 the aggregate value of ee oa was 
$1,836,290 showing an increase between 1866 
and 1872 of $538,714. The digest of 1873 
shows an increase over 1872 of $381,080. The 
increase in-1874 over 1873 was $595,480. The 
digest of 1875 shows a decrease from 1874 of 
$149,166. In 1876 a decrease from 1875 of 
$67,619. In 1877 the decrease from 1876 was 
$217,142. In 1878 the increase over 1877 was 
$26,130. In 1879 there was a decrease again of 
$83,484. In 1880 there was an increase of 
$99 417. In 288fan increase of $114,486 and 
in 1882 an inerease of $361,338, but only run- 
ning it $33,960 over the aggregate of 1874. 
There is said’ ta. be a_ valuable lesson 
in these figtre#’ to the people of 
Georgia; to wit: That every time a new and 
inexperienced receiver is elected there is a 
decrease in prosperity in the county that 
year, but if he isan eflicient officerthe longer 
he continues in office the greater is the in- 
crease of the aggregate value of the property 
in the county. Our present recerver was 
elected in 1878. In 1879, the first year he had 
charge of the tax books, the decrease was 
$83,484. Every year since there has been an 
increase, amounting in three years to $575 241, 
and if we have an efficient officer next year, 
who will require the people to place a true 
valuation on their property, the Mmerease will 
be as great as it has the last three years.

The Sea Island Melon Crop.

In passing along the wharves this morning, 
from Market dock to the Ferry dock, we 
counted nineteen boats, of all shapes and 
sizes, known as the plantation variety, that 
were discharging their respective cargoes of 
watermelons. From the leg of mutton 
bateau, with its excuse fora sail, tothe young 
sloops, all of them combining as many differ- 
ent modes as there were variety of shades in 
Joseph’s garment, composed the sea island 
melon fleet. These boats carry on an average 
of from fifty to three hundred mel6ns, as we 
were informed, and as_ fully’ seven- 
eighths were of sufficient capacity to carry on 
an average of two hundred melons or more 
without difficulty, the receipts at the several 
docks to-day, it is safe to say. reached between 
three and four thousand. ,In answer to our 
interrogatory of whether all those would be 
disposed of to-day,we were informed that they 
would and more too, as they were being ped- 
dled out in lots of fifty or more to be retailed 
in different parts of the city. These dealers 
report that the sea island melons have just 
come in good on the smail parcels of land 
worked by colored people and that for at least 
a week or ten days a heavy supply may be 
looked for,

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A HORRID DEATH. 


A Celored Man FalisInte a Vat of Bolling Dyestuff 
and is Kitted. 
From the Columbus, Ga., Times. 

Yesterday afternoon about half-past four 
o’clock,. Moses Myrick, colored, while engaged 
at his daily labors at the Eagle and Phenix 
dye works, was accidentally precipitated 
backwards into a boiling kettle of dye, turn- 
ing acomplete summersault, and before he 
could be rescued was so badly scalded that it 
is thought impossible for him to live, the skin 
haying slipped off from nearly his entire 
body. Mr. Johnson, superintendent of the 
dye department, assisted by several colored 
men who were present and witnessed the sad 
catastrmphe, rescued him from his perilous 
situation, stripped him and did allin their 
power to relieve his suffering. His body 
was painted with white lead as soon 
as possible after taking him from the 
hot water. Dr. McMillan was called in and 
ministered to his sufferings. The dying man 
(for he was thought to be in a dying condi- 
tion) was placed on a litter and conveyed to 
his home in the lower part of the ciyt. His 
wife was away from hore, but he requested 
that she should be telegraphed for at once, 
which was done. A number of hands were at 
work in the dye house at the time of t' e ac- 
cident: three or four were assisting in trans- 
ferring some material from the wool vats, 
Moses among them, when it is supposed from 
the slippery condition of the floor the unfor- 
tunate man was thrown off his feet into the 
boiling water, which stood ready to receive 
him from behind. Moses Myrick- was a 
faithtul, intelligent and industrious man, 
and was well liked by employer and employe, 
and his terrible fate is deplored by al]. His 
sufferings were alleviated by the injection of 
morphine in the arm. 

The Watermelon Trade. 
From the Monroe, Ga , Advertiser. 

‘‘How about those watermelons that you ad- 
vertised ‘for in Tuesday’s Advertiser?’ we 
asked of Mr. W. A. Pve, last Friday. 

“T got them and shipped a carload this 
morning—that is, I shipped acar of them, 
though it was not quite a full load. I 
shipped 535, and a full load wouid have been 
800.” ' 

“What did you pay forthem, if it is not 
an yoproper question?” 

“paid on an average seven cents apiece. 
Many of -them were small and really not 
very desirable as shipping melons, therefore I 
could net pay as inuch for them as I would 
bave been abie to if they had been large. 
Small melons are not desirable for shipment; 
they bring less price, in proportion, than large 
ones. I bought one wagon load from which 
averaged from twenty-seven to thirty-five 
pounds, and for these I paid nearly double 
the average price which I have just given you. 
Watermelons weighing from thirty to thirty- 
five pounds are in good demand. I would 
give from twelve to fifteen cents apiece for a 
carload of such melons, every day for the 
next twenty days. 

‘*Has Forsyth ever shipped melons before ?”’ 
we asked. 

“Never. The load I shipped to-day was the 
first. A yearago this town was paying out 
about a hundred dollars a week for melons. 
They were brought from below, on the train, 
and sold at all the stopping places. Our mer- 
chants would go to the depot and lay in a 
stock, and frequently our citizens would buy 
their supplies trom the train. Now the thing 
is reversed. Our county notonly supplies the 
home market, but is shipping abroad. And 
we are not done yet, for 1 will buy and ship 
more if [ can get them.” 

‘‘How many potatoes have vou shipped?” 

“Seventy-five or eighty barrels. That is not 
a large quantity, but it shows what our people 
can do if they will try.” 


Red Clover as a Remedy for Cancer, 
From the Lumpkin, Ga., l.dependent. 

Some weeks ago we published an account 
of the cure of acancer by Mrs. Green B. Hur- 
ley, of this county, by the use of red ciover. 
This item was copied into some of our ex- 
changes and has bcen given a wide circula- 
tion, one result of which has been the recep- 
tion by Mr. and Mrs. Hurley of quite a num- 
ber of letters from remote sections of this and 
adjoining states making inquiries as to how 
the clover is used, the variety and where it 
can be obtained. Another interview with 
Mr. Hurley enables us to give the public the 
following particulars and directions: The 
clover use in the case referred 
to is called the red clover. It 
does not grow tall but spreads out over the 
surface of the ground and has a brilliant red 
bloom which invariably droops and faces the 
earth. The bloom is ordinarily about three- 
fourths of an inch in diameter. The leaves 
bear close resemblance to other varieties of 
clover. The plant appears in this climate 
early in spring, it matures; and dies down or 
dries up about the middle of July. Mrs. 
Hurley used the clover by making a strong 
tea of the leaves and blooms, and drinking it 
in lieu of water, keeping a supply con- 
stantly on hand. After being cooled 
it was not. disagreeable to the _ taste 
She also occasionally made a poultice of the 
leaves and blooms and applied it direct to the 
cancer. The cure made by that treatment 
upon Mrs. Hurley was effected within a 
couple of months time, and three years have 
now passed and there are no signs of the re- 
turn of the cancer. We publish this extended 
notice, hoping that others who are afflicted 
with this most terrible disease may find re- 
lief.

Georgia’s Surplus Lands, 
From the Dalton, Ga., Citizen.

Nearly one-half of them come _ ticketed 
for the northwest, which is rapidly filling 
up with people of ali creeds and nationalities 
Could this tide be once set in this direction 
thousands would flock to the south, and 
Georgia’s broad acres of poorly cultivated 
land would, in a feW years, present quite a 
ditterent aspect. But how are we toturn this 
tide? This isa matter that our next legisla- 
ture should investigate, and if possible inau- 
gurate some plan by which it can be turned 
Georgiaward. Farm labor is greatly in de- 
mand ai the present time, and as each year 
the negroes thock more and more to the towns 
and cities, this demand, of course, becomes 
greater. At best, forsooth, the majority of 
these shiftless, iazy creatures are not to be re- 
lied upon. The old order of things must be 
chanzed if Georgia and the south is ever as 
prosperous, agriculturally, as nature intended 
they should be.

An Ancient Lynching Case. 
From the Brunswick, Ga., Advertiser. 

A part of the unwritten history of St. 
Simons reveals beyord a reasonable doubt 
that the first execution a la judge lynch ever 
known was upon this island about one hun- 
dred years ago. We giveitastold to usbya 
gentleman to whom it was related by an eye 
witness. It occurred near the coming together 
of the three main roads of the island leading 
to Frederica, Hamilton and Cannon’s Point, 
under the following ¢cireumstances: A citizen 
went out hunting game one day, taking his 
gun and little dog. Hedid not return, was 
hunted for by his neighbors, but could not be 
found. It was noticed, however, that his 
little dog returned home promptly at meal 
times, acted in a peculiar manner, 
and just as soon as he_ got his 
meals he left, going always in a cer- 
tain direction through-the thick copse. This 
suggested the idea of watching the dog, with 
a view to finding the master. Next day a 
couple of neighbors put the design into exe- 
cution and followed behind the little dog 
some mile or more, where the corpse of the 
missing man, with marks of violence, was 
found behind a large log partially covered. 
This aroused the community to search the 
whole island, then an almost entirely im- 
penetrable scrub, for the supposed murderer, 
Not faraway a selaternted runaway negro, 
whose depredations upon the neighboring 
farmers had been very annoying, was found 
in his lair, fast asleep, with the gun and 
other effects of the dead man in _ his 
possession. He was taken, a court-martial 
ordered, and, after trial, the negro was found 
guilty and hung to an oak still standing, just 
south of the Cannun’s Point road, near the 
above mentioned fork. After hanging till his 
neck was certainly broken, his body was cut 
down, decapitated and burnt. The head was 
then placed upona pole some twenty feet 
high and posted near the p!aee, where it re- 
mained asa warning to evil-doers for many 
days. All the masters on the island sent their 
sluves to witness this triple execution of hang- 
ing, decapitation and burning. This, no 
doubt, was the first criminal dispatch in the 
manner which fifty years afterwards Judge 
Lynch made so famous and effectual a terror 
to outlaws upon the frontiers. 


What Can be Done by Good Farming. 
From the Thomasville, Ga., Enterprise. 

Mr. W. b. Hambleton lives four and a 
half miles east of Thomasville, on what 
was known for years as the “old Gatlin 
piace,’’ hecause it was farmed by a man 
named Gantlin so long ago that only the 
oldest inhabitants of the county remember 
the time when the Gatlin family moved to 
Texas. The place has been in cultivation 
vroubaubly fifty years, yet. when it was pro- 
posed last winter to form a club of twenty or 
twenty-five farmers, each one of whom would 
plant an acre of corn, the one that made 
the largest number of bushels on the acre to 
receive a bushel of corn from every other 
member of the elub, Mr. Hambleton went 
into the arrangement. We have not 
able to learn anytning about what manures 
he used nor how he cultivated the land, ex- 
cept that he planted a kind of corn not- 
ed for its prolific qualities and for maturing 
early, but not a good corn to keep in this sec- 
tion, as itis toosoft. The corn being fully 
matured, was gathered last Monday and meas- 
ured by ascertaining the number of barrels 
and then shelling enough of the barrels to get 
atthe vield. The vield was a little over one 
hundred and twenty-eight bushels. The gen- 
tlemen who signed the certificate are perfectly 
reliable and understood what they were do- 
ing. Wedonot believe this yield has ever 
been beaten in the state, and we know it has 
not in this section.

Year after year an increasing host of Amer- 
icans swarm all over Europe, hieing to the 
alluring sound of a continental hotel gong. 
At present there are twenty-one passenger 
steamship lines between New York and Eu- 
rope, and they are ail taxed to their fullest 
extent. Thirty thousand is the lowest esti- 
mate puteon the number of cabin passengers 
for this year. A fair estimate of the average 
amount of spending money in the possession 
of each person is three thousand dol 
lars. Five millions of dollars are required to 
pay the fares going and returning, so that 
American tourists to Europe may be expected 
this year to dispose of ninety-five million dol- 
lars, not one dollar of which will ever see 
American shores again. To thissum must be 
added steerage fares and the money invested 
by firms in this country in immigrant tickets, 
making a total of about one hundred and 
twenty-five million do lars, which will pass 
permanently into foreign hands as the result 
of this determination by a large number of 
American citizens that the only proper thing 
forthem isa European trip. Yet it un- 
doubtedly true that a great part of this enor- 
mous sum is well spent in widening the views 
of the traveler, which of course is the chief 
advantage of travel.

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THE SENATORSHIP. 

Tue Constitution has taken no part in the 
discussion as to whe should succeed Mr. Hill 
as senator from Georgia, for two reasons: 

First. Because we do not desire to influ- 
ence the minds of candidates to be elected to 
the legislature either for or against any man 
who wants to be a candidate for senator.

He 
has been a faithful representative for Georgia. 
He has discharged his duty to our people 
fearlessly and faithfully; and he has the sym- 
pathy of all the people without regard to 
party or class in his suffering, and the deep 
distress of his family. It will besoon enough 
to commence to discuss who shall be his suc- 
cessor when he is no longer with us. 

We have sufficient confidence in the men 
who will be members of the next legislature 
to leave the selection of senator tothem. It 
at the time we deem it proper to say any- 
thing we will then discuss the question fairly, 
and as we think, will result in selecting the 
best man to represent Georgia. We sha | 
take no hand in paeking a legislature to carly 
out our wishon this subject. Nor shall we 
attempt tc prejudice the claims of any aspi- 
rant, by unjust aspersions before the people 
pending the selection of members of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

We make but one appeal to the people on 
this question and all others that will demand 
the attention of the legislature—and it is that 
they be careful to select good men to repre- 
sent them—men who will have the courage 
to do their duty, who will not be swayed by 
prejudice, or influenced by friendship to do 
improperly.

In point of fact, the only resuit of the con- 
vention worthy of consideration is the fact 
that in the midst of all the dissensions that 
exist in the so-called republican parcy—in the 
face of all the demoralization that made it- 
self manifest in the two conventions—the 
office-holders and would-be office-holders uni- 
ted in nominating for governor General Gar- 
trell, who has been before the public for 
some time as an independent candidate. We 
have said that this is the only act ot the re 
publicans worthy of serious consideration.

An incident tending to show the character of 
the man may be cited in this connection. Immedi- 
ately on recovering consciousness, after the painful 
operation, he indicated a desire jor writiog mate- 
rials. His son handed hima slate and pencil, and 
he wrote in a tremulous hand the question: *‘Shall 
I ever preach again?’ On being informed that 
he would undoubtedly be able todoso, he seemed 
satisfied and very much _ relieved. Within 
three months atter the operation he was able to ar 
ticulate, a false jaw baving been prepared to re- 
place the natural one tbat was removed. In the 
September succeeding the operation he was en 
abled to resume his clerica! duties, and continued 
to exercise them up to last March, when ne 
preached his last sermon, and prepared to enter 
upon a vacation that his church had given him, to 
coutinue until September next. About that time 
the id trouble reappeared in the »car of the old 
wound, and rapidly developed into ea tumor of the 
jaw. This was accompanied by frequent hemor- 
rhages during the last two months of his life. He 
removed to the residence of his son, that he might 
be under his constant care, and for some time life 
Was sustained by the use of liquid focdsonly. The

Mr, E. Birkbeck, member of parliament, chair 
man of the executive committee, said the report of 
his committee contained all the principal matters 
which they thought it necessary to lay before the 
president and the general committee.

Wasuincton, D. C., August 2, 1882,—The 
income tax case of the United States against 
samuel J. Tilden has been for some time un- 
der consideration by the secretary of the 
treasury and the attorney general. It is un- 
derstood that some of the counsel engaged in 
it are desirous of having it dismissed, for the 
reason that they would be pecuniarily bene- 
fited by such a disposition of it. The 
following the substance of a recent 
correspondence on the subject between 
Secretary Folger, Mr. Edwards Pier- 
repont speciai counsel and the At- 
torney general: On the 23d of May last Secre- 
tary Foiger addressed a letter to Mr. G.B. 
Raum, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, in 
which he said: 

“You have placed before me a letter from 
Edwards Pierrepont and one from the United 
States attorney at New York city in the mat- 
ter of the suit of the United States vs. Samuel 
J. Tilden. Itis acase that should not be 
brought to trial without a reasonable pros- 
pect of success. It one also in which, if 
there is no reasonable prospect of success, 
there should be no attempt to try it, nor 
should anv terms be insisted upon or 
sought upon throwing it up. Of course 
I intended to place upon the coun- 
sel for the government the responsibility 
of advising as to the prospect of 
cess, or rather | intend to leave that respon- 
sibility upon them, as of right it belongs 
there, and | suppose you have given to coun- 
sel all the facts that you are able to supply. 
It is for the counsel to determine and advise 
whether they are enough to warrant the trial 
of the suit. If they furnish a fair prospect of 
success on atrial it shoul be had atonce, If 
they do not the case should be discontinued. 
It is«lue to the citizen that he be brougit to 
trial or that he be freed from the expectation 
of it, and if there is not enough in the facts 
to refuse him the latter it does not seem to 
me just or worthy of the government that it 
exact or take from him a price for the privi- 
lege.” 

On the 20th of July Mr. Edwards Pierre- 
pont, special counsel for ‘the government, 
wrote a letter to the attorney general, in 
which he recited the proceedings which had 
been had with a view to a setilement of the 
case, and urged the object upon the attorney 
general's attention, r. Tilden’s counsel, he 
said, were entitled to some kind of decision 
in order thatthey «night know how ‘o act. 
The pending question, as he understood it, 
was whether tne case should be dismissed with 
or without costs. 

On the Zist of July Attorney-General Brews- 
ter, to Whom Secretary Folger had referred 
the papers relating to the suit, returned them 
to the latter, with a communication in which 
he said thathe would not undertake to review 
the case, since he could not express his con- 
clusions and convictions upon the subject 
more plainly and directly than Secretary Fol- 
ger had expressed them in his letter to Com- 
missioner Raum. He fully concurred in all 
the secretary had said in that communication, 
thought that the last sentence contained there- 
in laid down the rule which should govern the 
case. He was positively opposed, as a point of 
principle and integrity of governmental action, 
to the prosecution of such cases when they 
ought not to be prosecuted, and to the exac- 
tion from the deiendant of money to pay the 
fees of the government counsel as a condi- 
tion of discontinuancé, Such a course would 
be beneath the dignity of the government, 
and would lead to currupt practices of the 
worst kind by enabling the legal officers of 
the government to institute suits whicb they 
could not- maintain and then compromise 
them by exacting large sums of money from 
the defendants—selling peace to them asa 
purchasable commodity. 

Secretary Folger on the 25th of July wrote 
tothe attorney general, acknowledging the 
receipt of the above letter and saying that 
Judge Pierrepont had been made acquainted 
with the contents of his (Secretary Folger’s) 
le-ter to Commissioner Raum. He added 
that, in his judgment, it was only necessary 
that the attorney general should inform the 
United States attorney at New York city and 
Judge Pierrepont that the department of jus- 
tice and the treasury department concurred 
in the views expressed in that letter, and that 
it was for counsel and the court to say what 
should be done with the case according to the 
court’s rules and practice. 

On the 26th of July the attorney general 
advised the counsel of the government in New 
York city of the concurrence of the treasury 
department and the department of justice in 
the views set forth in Secretary Folger’s let- 
ter to Commissioner Raum, and instructed 
them, in accordance with the suggestion of 
Secretary Folger, that it was for them and the 
court to decide what disposition should be 
made of the case.

the employes of the various departments of 
‘the Harmony mills, refrain from going back w 
work unders uch unjust and tyrannical condi- 
tions. Let every onestand firm. No surren- 
dewis the watchword. The action to be taken 
at the mass meeting to-morrow night is 
awaited with the greates! anxiety.

The company has now assumed 
the aggressive, and proposes to enforce 
compliance with its wishes or make room for 
others who will comply with them.

The. Finale of the Custom House Row—The Evidence 
Which Caused Judge Glenn to Dismiss the 
, end Some of the Fun Which the 
Audience Had—Long on Norris. 


Long before the hour for the opening 
of police court had arrived yesterday 
morning the recorder’s chamber 
crowded almost to suffocation, and until 
the court adjourned at 2 o'clock in the af. 
ternoon Judge Glenn breathed the obnoxious 
air wich filled the room, The cause of the 
large crowd was the fact that J. H. Brown

charge of breaking up a political meeting in 
the United States court room on Tuesday night 
last. Both defendants were present and 
plead not guilty to the charge of disorderly 
conduct, quarreling and using profane lan- 


guage. 

They were represented by Colonel Spencer, 
while Captain Bray appeared for the com- 
plainants. The testimony was voluminous, 
and was stenographed by a _ gentleman 
employed by Colonel Farrow for future use. 
The first witness for. the complainants was 
Colonel H. P. Farrow, who testified that on 
the night the disturbance occurred he and 
other republicans who were then in the city 
for the purpose of attending the republican 
state convention, had assembled in the 
United States court room for the purpose of 
conferring upon a line of action to be pur- 
sued in the convention the next day; that 
while they were in the midst of a pleasant 
conference, having thoroughly organized, 
with Judge@Wikle, of Cartersville, in the 
chair, a large mob of negroes led by Brown 
and Piedger entered the room by force and 
broke up the meeting; that as soon as the 
mob -.came in Pledger mounted the stand, 
where Chairman Wikle was sitting, and pro- 
ceeded to take the reins into his own fingers; 
that Brown seemed to have an animosity 
towards him and, pulling off his coat, threat- 
ened to whip him and would have attempted 
it but for the interference of other parties; 
that Brown and Pledger were both drunk and 
that they could have secured admittance had 
they applied for it and conducted themseves 
properly. Colonel Farrow also stated that 
when the party who wanted to _ hold 
the meeting in the United States 
court room repaired to that place early in the 
evening, they found the door locked, and 
were informed that Pledger had taken the 
keys with him for the purpose of preventing 
the meeting. He then sent to General Long- 
street, the marshal and custodian of the court 
room for the keys, but before the messenger 

geturned a boy came from Pledger author- 
izing the watchman ofthe building to open 
the ceurt roum for the caucus. He further 
stated that those present were there for the 
purpose of securing harmony in the party, 
and did not object toany one participating 
who was willing to co-operate with them. 
He was satisfied that both Pledger and. Brown 
were drunk and said that they had used pro- 
fane language in an excessive degree and de- 
clared that no meeting should be held in that 
court room unless they could attend. He 
also stated that when Pledger entered the 
room he yelled out: ‘*We have thrown Nor- 
ris out of the window and will take the 
house,”’ 

Chap Norris, who was stationed at the door, 
testified that Brown and Pledger came up to 
him and demanded admittance but that he 
refused them because they did not answer cer- 
tain questions properly which he propounded 
to them; that they grabbed him and thrust 
him away from the door, greatly to 
his injury, and then rushed _ into 
the room and broke upthe meeting. Mr. 
Norris in his testimony covered the entire 
grounds of the organization of the caucus, 
and stated that he knew there were two fac- 
tions in the party, and that each faction was 
holdin: acaucus that night. He knew that the 
two tuctions were widely apart, and felt sure 
that noone who did not coincide with the 
caucus, over whose deliberations he was keep- 
ing guurd, should be allowed to enter the 
court room. He was certain that Pledger and 
Brown were both drunk, and heard them both 
cursing, and saw Brown pull off his coat and 
make for Colonel Farrow. 

Mr. John Longstreet testified that he was 
in the meeting when Brewn and Pledger and 
their adherents came to the door and sought 
ingress. He talked to them and promised to 
use hisinfinence to getthem in. He then 
spoke to Colonel Farrow about it, but the 
colonel objected to their entering the court 
room. He next spoke to Colonel Darnell, 
and Colonel Darnell expressed a willingness 
for them to come in, but while be was yet en- 
gaved in trying to secure them admission they 
broke in and destroyed the meeting. 

Mr. Hargrove, of Rome, and Wm. Clark, of 
Macon, testified to about the same facts. 
General Longstreet, the United States mar- 
shal, was introduced and testified that on 
Tuesday nigit he received a message from 
some gentiemen who wanted to hold a meet- 
ing in the United States court room, that the 
doors had been locked; that he started to get 
his duplicate keys, but met a boy with the 
fglowing order trom Pledger: 

et Mr. Murry open the court room door to-night 

W. A. PLEDGER, Custodian. 

Upon that order the doors were opened and 
meeting organized by placing Judge Wikle, of 
Cartersville, in the chair; that he had no idea 
of staying, an 1 was about to leave when the 
noise was heard inthe hall; that the mob 
rushed in, and that he sent for the _ police; 
that they went through the form of arresting 
Brown and Piedger; that Mr. 
Buck appeared and spoke of  go- 
ing their bond; that Mr. Pledger 
then went upon the stand where Judge Wikie 
Was; that he then made the police arrest 
Pledger and Brown and take them to the 
Station-house, where he also came and pre- 
ferred charges against them; that he has 
charge, as United States marshal, of the court 

and marshai's office; that 

conduct of the defendants 

and their adherents broke up the meeting; 

that he was not aware of the fact that Pled- 

ger was the custodian of the building, but 

that he knew that Pledger or no one else 

could enter the court room without his per- 
mission. 

Colonel Spencer, attorney for the defend- 
ants, stated that he had not intended to intro- 
duce any testimony, but thatsince the matter 
had taken the present shape he would seek a 
little vindication for his clients, and for that 
am se introduced Jeff Long, Colonel Darnell, 
cd Belcher, R. Kenney, and others. 

Long stated that when he came to the court 
room door there was quite a crowd there who 
had been denied admission. He tried to get 
in, but Mr. Chap. Norris. wouldn't let bim, 
because he, so Norris said, bad been at another 
meeting. Long then asked Norris if it 
was a democratic meeting, and when 
told that it was not Pledger came up and 
he asked Pledger if he (Pledger) did not have 
custody of the building. Pledger answered 
yes, and the crowd soon pushed Norris aside 
and wentin. Referring to Norris, Long said: 
“He swore I was cursing. Now, I can bring 
white gentlemen in my town who wouldn't 
speak to him who will swear that I do not 
conduct myself in that way. I never was run 
away from my town like Norris was. In fact, 
the caucus gave itself away by putting Norris 
at the door. I bave associated with Brown 
and Pledger for fifteen years, and I don’t 
think they were drunk that night. The 
crowd outside thought the door-keeper, aad 
not the men inside, was keeping them out, 
and I believe they were right. Probably Mr. 
Norris had been instructed to keep Pledger 
out because Farrow did not want Pledger 
there. I think young Longstreet made more 
noise and racket than all of the balance of 
the crowd.” Long did not know who opened 
the door." He went in the room ajfter the 
crowd but did not notice closely what passed. 
He did not know what passed between Brown 
and Farrow. The action of the crowd in 
going in did not break up the meeting, for he

He testified that the 
ineeting was not broken up by the crowd 
coming in. He never heard Pledger swear in 
his life and did not think Pledger or Brown 
was drunk, 

‘Pledger in his statement said that it was 
generally understood there would be a meet- 
ing of delegates that night, but when the

“IT do not think we can so 
use it, asany democrat has as much right to 
go into that building as any republican. But 
when I was at the Calhoun hall and heard 
that there was a large crowd at the court 
room, I sent that note up by young Murray 
to have the room lighted. When I got to the 
building I iearned fur the first time that per- 
sons had been refused admission. I then went 
up to the duor and Chap Norris.said: § ‘Your 
kind can’t come in here.’ I replied by asking 
him why, and hesaid: ‘You have been to 
another caucus and are not friendly to this 
one.’ Ithen said, ‘I am custodian of this 
building and will go in by virtue of my office 
if in no other way.’”’ 

Norris replied, ‘‘Well, (ll make itd—n hot 
for any man who goes in.’”’ About that time 
some one gave a whoop and we all went into 
the room. Ithen went up tothe stand and 
Judge Wikle said that he was chairman 
of that meeting. I told him I only wanted 
to state why we were there, and that I had 
no desire to interfere with the meeting. Pied- 
ger alse stated that atter they got into the 
room Deputy Marshal Longstreet had in 
structed two deputies to take him to jail, but 
that he demanded the privilege of giving 
bond. He was then released, but when ie 
was afterwards brought to the station house 
another effort was made to have him placed 
in confinement. He afterwards learned, so 
he said, that the desire to bave him confined 
wasin orderto keep him away from the 
meeting of the republican convention the 
nextday. The next day he received, so he 
stated, a message from Furrow that if he, 
Pledger, would stay away from the conven- 
tion that day he, Farrow, would be appointed 
judge of the United States court, and would 
then resign the collectorship at Brunswick in 
his, Pledger’s, favor. Pledger then read let- 
ters from the department in Washington in- 
forming him that he was the lawful custo- 
dian of the building.” 

After Brown had made his statement the 
attorneys argued the case at length, and then 
judge Glenn reviewed the testimony and dis- 
tnissed both cases, much to the gratification 
of the large crowa of darkies who were pres- 
ent at the trial.

THE FIRST DEBATH. 


On the E. T, Va. and Ga. Kallroad—A Colored Brake- 
man Killed at Jackson. 

Wednesday afternoon about four oclock 
the first accident, of any serious character on 
the new portion of the Georgia division of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road occurred, between Jackson and Locust 
Grove, about forty miles from Atlanta. Be- 
tween the stations mentioned an extra freight 
train ran into a washout, which caused three 
cars loaded with lumber to pile 
upon each other.

The accident is 
attributed to the unusual rain fall of the last 
few days and the heavy storm that was then 
falling, and in no manner can any blame be 
attached to the officials of the road who did 
ail in their power to alleviate the pain of the 
wounded man. The road is now again in a 
passable condition. When it is known 
that this is the first accident 
attributable to softness of the _ track 
that has occurred in building ninety miles of 
roadin the meanest sort of weather, it may 
be considered remarkable. In fact, but one 
other accident of any magnitude has occurred 
on the road, and that was caused by the break- 
ing of a wheel on a new car.
